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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation 
"grounding screw extends over the raised annular ridge and along said conical portion" 
(claim 1 1 ) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In parent claiml, in line 1, the claim includes the statement of intended use "for 
attachment by a grounding screw to a grounding terminal". This statement does not 
claim the screw and terminal as part of a claimed combination, but merely includes 
them as a possible use of the washer. Claims 10 and 1 1 , however, refer back to the 
screw and the terminal so it is not clear if applicant intended to claim the washer per se 
or the combination of the washer, the screw and the terminal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 and 12 (as understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Takenouchi et al and Lesslie. 

Both Takenouchi et al and Lesslie disclose washer structures that include an 
annular portion, a conical portion, a raised annular ridge and an annular flange as 
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claimed. Both of these washers could inherently be used as grounding washers in 
combination with a screw and a grounding terminal. 



Claims 10 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Poupitch, Martens and Trotter disclose related 
washer structures and are cited to further show the state of the art.
